Sec. 7. Be it further enacted. That it shall be the 
duty of the < 'ommissioners of Tax to open a column 
in their Commissioner’s hooks, and enroll therein 
the name of each citizen entitled to vote for Repre- 
sentatives for the year 1847: and they shall he gov- 
erned, in ali cases in ascertaining who is entitled to 
vote, by the laws now iu force to prevent illegal 
voting, and this column, written in a fair and legible 
hand, shall he transmitted with the Commissioner's 
books, to the 2d Auditor, who shall make out a copy 
thereof and deposit the same in the office of the Sec- 
retary for the time being, who shall transmit the 
same" to the next Legislature as a list of those who 
are entitled to vote for Representatives, iu order 
that the legislature mav have the means to ascer- 
tain whether a majority of the citizens of the State 
entitled to vote tor Representatives have voted for a 
Convention. 

3Ir. PEYTON offered an amendment, providing 
for the appointment of Commissioners by the Coun- 
tv Court* to take a census of all the legal voters in 
the State, commencing in July. 

Mr. PEYTON, wished to provide some means, by 
which all who should be entitled to vote in August 
next, should be enumerated, and it was with this 
view, be proposed the amendment, believing that it 
would effect the object better than would the plan 
proposed in the substitute offered by the Senator 
from Floyd. Under the latter, all who arrive at the 
age of 21. all who have temporarily left the State, 
and all who remove into the county, in the interval 
between the time of the Commissioners taking in 
their lists and the August election, will be lost in 
the enumeration of the legal voters of the State. 

Mr. HARRIS, objected to the amendment of the 
Senator from Breckinridge; that it involved an un- 
necessary expense, with which he was unwilling to 
burthen the State. He asked no undue advantage 
fur the friends of a convention. The plan proposed 
in his substitute, offered a fair test, by which the 
w hole vote of the State could he ascertained. He 
deemed it entirely useless to be so particular in this 
matter. The popular vote on this question will not 
he of a character to require any very exact enumer- 
ation of the whole numberof the legal voters of the 
State, in order to ascertain whether a majority of 
them have voted for a convention. The majority 
for a convention will be overwhelming, whenever 
the question is submitted to the people. 

Mr. BUTLER, was satisfied that all the Senators 
were aiming at the same object, but differed in opin- 
ion as to the proper means by which the common 
purpose was to bo secured. He was somewhat more 
advanced in years than the Senator from Floyd, end 
had lost much of that ardent feeling, w ith w hich in j 
his younger days, he was wont to support any propo- | 
sition that captivated his fancy. He attributed to 1 
this feeling the prophetic declaration of his friend j 
from Floyd, that the convention measure would find 
in the country such a tremendous majority in its la- j 
vor. He feared that the popular vote on the ques- 
tion might be closer than was imagined. At all ! 
events, it was the part of wisdom to provide against j 
a result, which might involve consequences, the j 
frightful detail of which, he would not detain the 
Senate to enumerate. 

Mr. HELM, thought that greater care was mani- 
fested in the preparation of this bill, than in any 
convention bill he had ever seen. The Commission- 
er’s books had been relied on heretofore, as furnish- 
ing the only data, from which to ascertain the num- i 
her of legal voters in the State. The hill under con- 
sideration, imposed additional duties on the Com- 
missioners of Tax. They are to ascertain, and re- 
port all who will be entitled to vote for representa- 
tives in 1847; not only to report all who are enti- 
tled to vote at the time of taking in the lists, but to 
make all necessary inquiries to enable them to de- 
termine who will be legal voters in August next.

Tko. B. Stevenson, Esq., (late of this place, now 
editor of the Cincinnati Atlas.) was called upon to 
respond to this sentiment. 

Mr. Stevenson, said: 

I appreciate. .Mr. President, with a grateful sensi- 
bility no language can describe, the generous trib- 
ute to the brave volunteers from the noble State 
from which I have so lately come, to reside among 
your citizens: and the meed of praise thus bestow- 
ed upon my Kentucky friends — for it was my good 
fortune to know a very large number of the officers 
and soldiers of the Kentucky regiments — endears 
the liberal people of the Queen City still more to 
inv heart. 

The entire Volunteer force from Kentucky had 
not the fortune to get into battle, but whenever they 
shall enjoy an opportunity, for which I know they 
ardently pant, to meet the foes of their country in 
the field. I shall he entirely contented to let their 
own deeds speak their own praise. 

Tiie sentiment to w hich I am required to respond 
has turned my thoughts upon a true representative 
of Kentucky chivalry, now embalmed in the regard 
of the whole nation; for by his late deeds and his 
glorious exit, he has shed additional lustre on the 
arms of his country. 1 refer to the late, lamented, 

Maj. Barbour. He was born in Kentucky, of a 
laiuily of the highest respectability, the paternal and 
maternal lines being distinguished in t he military 
service of the country. His father. Col. Philip Bar- 
bour. commanded a regiment of Kentucky Volun- 
teers in the late war against Croat Britain, and was j 
in the glorious battle of the Thames. His mother 
was the daughter of Gen. Samuel Hopkins, an offi- 
cer in tiie regular service during the Revolutionary 
war, and who led an expedition of Kentucky Mili- 
tia against the Indians of the Northwest during the 
Late War. 

Major Barbour graduated at West Point, in 1834, 
and w as commissioned a Lieutenant in the 3d 
Regiment of the L". S. Infantry. In 1840, his Re- 
giment was ordered to Florida, and lor meritorious 
services in that war, he was breveted a (Captain. 

He was in both the glorious actions on the Rio 
Grande, in which he so signalized himself that 
Kentucky looked on him w ith just pride and exulta- 
tion, as a true representative oi her military charac- 
ter aud renown. In tiie battle of Resaca de la Pal- 
ma. w ith a small number of his brave soldiers, he 
met and decisively repelled a large body of Mexican 
Lancers, an exploit of extraordinary daring and bril- 
liancy. and which contributed largely to tiie victory
